Pruning of Orange 
Trees for Profit 


The Proper Method of Pruning Is Now 
One of the Most Vital Questons Con­ 
fronting 
the 
Orange 
Growers 
of 
California—Views 
of Local Pruner 
on This Subject. 


(By J. S. Soule.) 


As, a pruner and tree surgeon, the 
•writer here presents a few facts and 
thoughts 
upon 
this 
all-important 
"branch of the orange industry. 


The object in pruning a fruit tree is 
to put it in proper form and healthy 
condition, for the purpose of securing 
a better quality and more 
profitable 
crop of fruit. To accomplish this, there 
must bo kept up a good supply of heal­ 
thy fruit wood. The maximum produc­ 
tive powers of a tree cannot possibly 
be 
secured 
by neglecting this very 
vital part of fruit growing. 


Of all the fruit 
trees, the 
orange 
seems to be able to stand the most 
neglect during the first few years and 
still produce abundantly; but all this 
js to the detriment of the tree in after 
years, which many owners of orange 
orchards are beginning to discover to 
their sorrow. 


The orange tree has a habit of send­ 
ing up a growth of ran shoots. 
These 
aro commonly and very appropriately 
called " s u c k e r s , " for the reason that 
if permitted to grow they will absorb 
and 
rob the lower and 
surrounding 
branches 
of the 
life-giving 
elements 
that belong to them, and the inevitable 
result will be a dense, shady 
upper 
portion of the tree, shuting out neces­ 
sary sunlight from the interior. 
Then 
follows decay and death, of all or much 
of the inside branches. To still further 
aggravate this condition, each annual 
growth, with its weight of fruit, beans 
heavily down upon and covers up that 
of the year before. 
Thus 
generation 
after generation, the outside branches 
overlap tho dead and the dying. While 
feeding tho roots, by wuter and pro­ 
per fertilization, is absolutely 
neces­ 
sary, it 
also adds to this 
condition, 
proving conclusively that under an in­ 
tensive system of cultivation and feed­ 
ing, something else is necessary—and 
that is proper pruning. It is also a fact 
that if tho cold steel of the intelligent 
pruner is not applied, the tree contin­ 
ues to grow from bad to worse, and 
soonor or later the terminal branches 
begin to show signs of weakness by 
their motley, heterogenous, and small 
yellowish leaves. 
Neglect of 
cultiva­ 
tion and feeding will increase this de­ 
terioration; but no amount of intensi­ 
fied 
cultivation and feeding will ever 
bring back to life tho dead and tho 
dying. 


A.ftor a few years of " n a t u r e prun­ 
i n g , " tho extorior of tho tree becomes 
more opon, letting in tho 
life-giving 
sunlight. 
Then 
follows a growth of 
fruit wood on tho trung and rflong tho 
larger limbs. While naturo is thus as­ 
sorting herself, by hor only method of 
pruning, she bocomos especially busy 
in the top of tho tree. And just hero it 
may bo well to call attention to tho 
error that many, who havo not givon 
tho subject sufficient study, fall 
into 
and claim that naturo 'a mothods can­ 
not bo improved upon. To all such I 
will say that this is all vory truo with 
the tree in tho forost of its nativity, 
but it is well understood that in this 
day and ago all commercial fruits aro 
grown uudor artificial and stimulated 
conditions, and that a warfare is con­ 
tinually going on between tho two. As 
tho artificial produces tho largost yiold 
and greatly improved quality of fruits, 
it is necessary for man to bo constant­ 
ly diligent und always " o n guard." 


To do tho work intelligently it is of 
the utmost importance that the pruner 
understand the construction of tho tree 
and what tho different 
part aro 
for. 
For instnncc, it is well to know that 
tho stem or trunk is composed of five 
distinct 
parts, 
viz.: 
heartwood, 
sap- 
wood, 
cambium, 
new 
bark, 
und 
old 
(outside) bark. There is scarcely any 
life in tho heartwood; it is simply the 
bone, so to Bpeak, und gives strength 
and ridigity to tho tree. The snpwood 
is that through which tho water, uli- 
sorbed by tho roots, pusses upwurd and 
outward to tho leaveB of the tree. This 
water carries the minerals taken 
up 
from the soil and is mostly evaporatod 
aad 
passes oft* into the 
atmosphere; 
while the remainder of tho minerals in 
solution aro converted into plant food 
for tho nourishment, growth und fruit- 
ugo of tho tree. Now tho point I make 
here, and wish to emphasize, is that 
sunlight 
is absolutely necessary 
for 
the manufacture 
of 
this 
food. 
The 
huulthy loaves of tho treo contain mil­ 
lions 
of 
mieroscopie particles 
called 
"chlorophyll" bodies which when tho 
sunlight 
acts upon them 
produce 
n 
chemical notion that causes tho water 
and mineruls to be munufiu'turcd into 
plant food. The sup thus formed into 
food, composed mostly of standi und 
sugur, then passes down through the 
cambium wood to the various parts of 
tho tree, whore ussituUution 
converts 
them into nutriment for tho different 
tissues. Let mo here again emphasize 


the all-important fact that the conver­ 
sion of minerals into plant'food cannot 
take place in the dense shade of the 
tree, and that if one-third of the leaves 
are so shaded the tree will lack that 
much of its ability to secure its maxi­ 
mum amount of plant food, and if this 
condition is not. corrected by intelli­ 
gent pruning, it is only a matter of 
time when tnc tree will be beyond the 
ingenuity of man to redeem. 


In the above I have not taken into 
account the unfortunate freeze in Jan­ 
uary, 1913. My contention is that the 
freeze only added to and hastened the 
work of destruction; and that to such 
an extent that a large number of the 
older trees are in a perilous condition. 


Now what are the owners of declin­ 
ing trees going to dof Are they going 
to longer " h u g the delusive phantom 
of h o p e " that the cold steel of the 
intelligent 
and 
qualified 
pruner 
will 
not have to be applied? If so, their 
hopes will never 
be realized. 
It 
is 
either properly prune 
such trees 
or, 
sooner or later, pull or dig them up. 
The writer contends, and stands ready 
to prove to any reasonable and intelli­ 
gent owner of such trees that most of 
them can be put in a juvenescent con­ 
dition, and that it will be a valuable 
investment. 


Come and go with me, if you will, to 
a well-known orange orchard, near Co- 
vina, which a year ago was full of 
dead and dying branches that it 
(to 
use an exaggerated expression, but one 
that emphasizes the impression I wish 
to establish in your mind) looked as 
though it would havo been almost dan­ 
gerous to havo thrown a lighted match 
into it. In March the writer was em­ 
ployed to prune this orchard. 
As to 
how well tho work was done tho or- 
chord now shows for itself. 
A 
finer 
looking orchard, and one more heavily 
and evenly loaded with fruit will bo 
hard to find in the entire valley. 
And 
the fruit is uniform and of good com­ 
mercial sizo. What was accomplished 
in this orchard can bo secured in all 
orchards that aro in a similar condi­ 
tion. 
Of courso the better 
condition 
the tres are in, the 
they bo put in proper 
ed. 


AFTER-THOUGHTS. 


" A n ounce of preventative is worth 
a pound of e u r o " was novr more truo 
than in tho raising of orange trees. 


Semi-dead wood can no more be re­ 
deemed than the dead—might just as 
well undertake to bring to life a spoil­ 
ed" egg.. 


We notice that many are just having 
the larger dead limbs taken out. 
If 
you can't do both, you had far bettor 
tako out tho semi-dead wood, as tho 
dead is no longer demanding nutrintont 
from tho tree. 


In cutting out dead and semi-dead 
wood, cut back at least four inches in­ 
to tho live wood or at its junction with 
its mother limb. 


Always make a smooth, short cut. 
Never 
leavo 
stubs 
to 
finally 
carry 
their decay back into tho live wood. 


All cuts' throo-qunrters of an 
inch 
and over should bo covered with as- 
phaltum—if warm all tho bottor. 


Wo notico that a few " t r e e butch- 


ors" 
aro Bimply cutting out in tho in­ 
terior of tho treo, fruit wood and all. 
Tho ownor had far better just 
tako 
tho money it costs and throw it into 
tho fire. 


Train up a treo in^tho way it should 
grow, and when it is old it will not do- 
part from its fruitfulnoss.

Mr. Vaile said in part: 
For the purpose of discussion let us 
divide the subject of pruning into two 
distinct phases. 


First: hygiene pruning, - or the at-, 
tempt to build a strong framework and 
to keep it free from dead wood and 
other foreign matter. 


Second: pruning for the production 
of new fruiting wood. 


It is our observation that a large 
part of thei orange tree pruning prac­ 
ticed in the past has referred only to 
the former, but in spite of this fact, 
even this phase of pruning work has 


> not always received sufficient 
atten­ 
tion. 


Especially following the severe freeze 
of 1913, there has been a large amount 
of wood in many of our treees that 
has been so badly stunted as to be of 
little value as fruit-producing wood. 
Such cutting is of sufficient check to 
the-tree to encourage the throwing out 
of."new wood which in the majority vof 
cases that,have come, under our, obser- 
.; vafyon .wS|llp,r<!cluce ;:frui^quiekei; ^apcV 
rp£*'.a Ibdtt'eri-;gfade,ythan' will the.olds 
, wood 'rejuvenated, A The Covina. section 
needs its attention especially called to 
this type'"of pruning. We believe that 
there is a large amount of wood in the 
majority of orchards in the district 
that is to all intents and purposes dead. 
Such wood should be removed for hy­ 
gienic reasons if for no other. 


In the matter of pruning for the pro­ 
duction of new fruiting wood, we find 
that 
commercial pruncrs have ideas 
reaching from one end of the scale to 
the other. For instance, we find one 
man who never makes a cut on live 
wood larger than a lead pencil if he 
can possibly avoid it. His claim is that 
larger 
cuts 
always 
force 
out 
new 
growth back of the cut which is too 
vigorous and tends to grow away from 
the rest of the tree. On the other hand, 
we have in mind a pruner who has 
built up a pruning system around this 
very fact. He cuts each year in such 
a way as to force out a considerable 
amount of growth so vigorous that 
many would consider it sucker wood. 
This wopd is allowed to remain in the 
tree not to exceed four or five years, 
and then is removed to make room for 
more. .For this way the fruit is con­ 
stantly produced on new wood. 
Fruit 
so produced is more apt to coino up to 
size than that grown on the older wood; 
in fact it may sometime be subject to 
the criticism of being too coarse. 


It seems to us that the first of the 
men cited is pruning largely for looks, 
and he should-not be disappointed if, 
in getting correct appearance with ir­ 
regular growths,, ho fails to get fruit. 
The other man is pruning first of all 
for fruit, and if his trees lack sym­ 
metry he of course should not object. 


We" have attempted to bring out two 
principles which appeal to us as ration­ 
ally belonging to orange tree pruning. 
First, dead'wood should, in our judg­ 
ment, be anticipated and second, large 
enough cuts should be made to force 
vigorous new growth. 
In conjunction 
with these two principles, such details 
as the removal of the older wood first, 
which will include cutting of the lower 
branches to make way for new growht 
that has fallen around the outside of 
the tree with the weight of fruit, and 
tho thinnning out of the foliago so 
that some inside fruit wood will be 
produced, must be studied out by tho 
pruner for. the indvidual tree. It seems 
to us that if there is any one part of 
the orchard work which tho owner 
should do himself, it is the pruning, 
because it requires more study of tho 
individual tree. 


Finally, just one word as to cost, I- 
have:';seen,one thusand cuts made .on-a 
single' tree as one year's pruning.; The 
cost of such work is in our judgment 
exorbitant. 
Tho larger cutting avoids 
a great many small cuts, and reduces 
the time required in many cases so that 
it does not exceed one-quarter, that 
which would have been spent in the 
other type of work.
